Women who are seeking to have 
smoke abated in St. Louis had sweet 
revenge on Ben Westhus, president of 
the South Broadway Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, at a public 
hearing before the Board of Public Im- 
provements Tuesday afternoon when 
the provisions of a new anti-smoke ordi- 
hance were discussed. 

Mrs. Frances J. Eaton broke in on 
Westhus when he was denouncing the 
ordinance and told him the manufac- 


turers of St. Louis should not think 
they were “the only pebbles on the 
beach.”’ 


Ten other members of the Women’s 
Smoke Abatement Organization ap- 
plauded Mrs. Eaton and two others fol- 
lowed her example in answering West- 
hus’ arguments. 

Ordinance to Be Introduced. 

The result of the hearing is that the 
ordinance as drafted by the B. P. I. 
will be introduced in the Municipal As- 
sembly, probably Friday. 

It provides for the appointment of 
eight additional smoke inspectors and 
names a fine of from $25 to $100 as the 
penalty for railroads, manufacturers or 
others for allowing smoke to be emitted 
for more than six consecutive minutes 
in any period of three hours. 

The women of the Smoke Abatement 
Organization have been waiting for a 
chance to get even with Westhus for 
capturing a meeting which was held at 
the Planters Hotel severai months ago. 
At this meeting, called to discuss smoke 


abatement, Westhus put through a re- 
solution criticising the women and 
James Gay Butler, the leader of the 


abatement movement. 
bolted the meeting. 
“Driving Factories Away.” 
‘“‘Why do these smoke abatement peo- 
ple continue to annoy the manufactur- 
er?” asked Westhus. “They are driving 
factories away from St. Louis and are 
keeping others from coming here. The 
ladies are always fair, but they can’t 
seem to see anybody but the big fel- 
lows. Why don’t they go after the 
apartment houses, the schools and pub- 
lic buildings? Why don’t’’——~ 
Westhus got no further. Mrs. Eaton 
was on her feet. Talking directly at 
Westhus, whose face suddenly had 
turned red, she said: “You manufactur- 
ers seem to feel that you are the only 
pebbles on the beach. How can you 
expect others to do their duty in abat- 
ing smoke if you don’t set the example? 
If the manufacturers would abate the 
smoke the situation would be greatly 
relieved. It would then be time enough 
to go after the apartment houses and 
dwellings.”’ 
Mrs. Ernest R. Kroeger, president of 
the Women’s Smoke Abatement Organ- 
ization, also paid her respects to West- 
hus, who had remained standing and 
evidently was disconcerted.

In accounting for the discrepancy be- 
tween the earnings claimed by the Steel 
Corporation, $980,000,311 and his estimate 
of $1,109,146,0983, McRae restored to net 
earnings what had been eliminated by 
the Steel Corporation in its accounting, 
including such things as “interest on 
bonds of subsidiary companies, the 
locked-up inter-company profits in in- 
ventories, special depreciation admitted- 
iy charged to construction, employes’ 
bonus funds and special compensations, 
account preferred stock subscriptions, 
which have been treated as dividends 
from earnings and not in the nature of 
additional wages to employes, and lastly, 
interest on bonds, mortgages and pur- 
chase money obligations of subsidiary 
companies.”’ 

As showing the result of the policy of 
the Steel Corporation to make the bulk 
of its profits in the raw and semi-fin- 
ished material, McRae submitted a con- 
densed statement of the dividends paid 
by the subsidiary companies to the Steel 
Corporation and the interest paid by the 
Carnegie company on its collateral trust 
bonds, from April 1, 1901, to April 1, 1910, 
showing a total] of $753,124,386.53. 

“The income from the Carnegie com- 
pany in dividends and bond interest,’’ he 
gays, “amounted to  $305,239,537.49, or 
about 40 per cent of the total. The 
American Bridge Co. paid the holding 
company dividends on its preferred stock 
during this period to the amount of $19,- 
715,577.50, or 2.6 per cent of the total.’

Percentages Held Deceiving. 

Relating to restraint of trade, there 
are 14 conclusions in the report, one of 
which deals with percentages of busi- 
ness done by the corporation, and in 
which the ore and other holdings are 
discussed. 

“Percentages of the business done by 
the United States Steel Corporation,’’ 
the report says, “‘are deceiving and mis- 
leading unless segregated with refer- 
ence to particular products. For exam- 
ple, Mr. Roosevelt refers to an esti- 
mate that the United States Steel Cor- 
poration did not have above 6) per cent 
‘of steel properties’ or ‘steel holdings,’ 
and when he was asked if Gary and 
Frick (at the time of the purchase of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co.) said 
anything about the ore properties that 
they were buying at that time, he an- 
swered: ‘They did not go into details 
at all,’ and he also stated that he un- 
derstood they were going to. buy the 
Tennessee company’s ‘p!ant.’ 


“If this estimate of 60 per cent refers 
to property and investment in the stee! 
business, it may be noted, in that year 
(1907), that the total property of the 
Pethlehem, Cambria, Colorado, Lacka- 
Wanna, Pennsylvania and Tennessee 
companies added to the capital stock of 
Jones & Laughlin (because statement of 
property is not available) amounted ‘o 
$965,768,889, there companies being the 
only important concerns ‘n the steel 
business in the United States outside of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
This amount added tw that of the 
United #tates Slee! Curncration equals 
a grand total of $1.811,606,359; of which 
the property account of the United 
Siates Steel Corporation amounts to $1,- 
445,837,450, or about 80 per cent.” 


Conclusions in the report bearing on 
restraint of trade are embodied in 14 sec- 
tions, some containing voluminous quota- 
tions from the minutes of meetings of 
the corporation and of the subsidiary 
companies. Summarized, the report con- 
cludes: 

Competition between previously com- 
peting concerns was terminated by the 
concentration of the control of upward 
of 180 corporations into one security-

There were acquired and brought un- 
der single control upward of 180 con- 
cerns in lines of business allied with the 
steel-making business, including ore 
owning and mining companies “which 
are now restrained from competing in 
the sale of ore,’ transportation compa- 
nies, through consolidation of which “ev- 
ery posisbility of competition between 
these roads is prevented; pig iron 
plants, coal and coke companies, and 
many others. 

There were acquired a large number 
cof “major concerns at much inflated 
valuations, succeeding several increases 
in the capitalization of preceding incor- 
porations, due in some cases to the 
greater combination value or merger of 
the consolidation, in which, of course, 
the units combined were restrained of 
any competitive activity.” Specific in- 
stances are given under this head re- 
lating to there processes of combination 
as follows: 

“The original combination of major 
concerns to eliminate all possibility of 
competition. Combinations admittedly 
or inferably having a direct effect to 
remove competition or in the accom- 
plishment of which the removal of com- 
petition was the declared or inferred ob- 
ject of the consolidation. 

“Other acquisitions in related lines of 
business for which no explanation has 
been offered and none appears except 
the visible consequence, the removal of 
such concerns from the independent 
field. 

“The acquirement of a large number 
of plants which never were operated, 
and some of them dismantled, being re- 
moved from the competitive field.”’ 

The acquirement of other plants, such 
as the Claiton Steel Co., the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co. and others, of which 
the report says: ‘Isolatedly considered, 
the purpose in acquiring independent 
concerns may be entirely colorless, but 
when considered in connection with the 
acquisition of other independent plants 
admittedly or inferably to terminate 
competition, the continued policy and 
practice of acquiring control of compa- 
nies engaged in its own line of business, 
may be corroboratory of the conclusion 
that the intention was to prevent compe- 
tition of the concerns acquired, if not, 
per se indicative of such intention.’’ 


T. C. and I, Consolidation. 

In this connection, after a _ long 
analysis of the taking over of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co., in 1907, the re- 
port says: 

“It may not be possible to state the 
true intention in acquiring the Tennes- 
see company, in a way which would be 
admitted by.the men in control of the 
Steel Corporation, inasmuch as it ap- 
pears tO many experienced men who 
are also disinterested, that the inten- 
tion which impelled its acquisition was 
merely the desire to bring upon the 
control of the Steel Corporation the 
great possibilities for competition pos- 
sessed by the Tennessee company. The 
consequence of the acquisition should 
and must be held to have been intended 
in legal contemplation, even if the re- 
sult so deduced conflict with the inten- 
tion declared to be in the minds of 
those responsible.”’ 

The acquirement of 45 plants, listed in 
the report, including many small bridge, 
wire, nail, sheet steel and other con- 
cerns, “consolidated for the restriction 
of competition’ and ‘‘when considered 
collectively with many similar instances 
of absorbing and combining separate 
small] plants, lead to the conclusion that 
the object in view was the restriction 
of competition.”’ 

The interlocking of directors of the 
Steel Corporation and the purchase of 
stocks and bonds of other companies 
and various outside transactions of 
enormous size, the report discusses at 
length in support of the claim of power 
of the corporation in restraining com- 
petition. 

Controls Supply of Ore. 


Ths policy of the ccrporation result- 
ing in enhancing the prices of raw and 
finished material, the report says: “The 
Steel Corporation officers openly de- 
clared the policy of buying all the avail- 
able supply in order to keep up the 
price.’””’ Many quotations from the min- 
utes of meetings are given in support 
of this, 

The control of ore by che Steel Cor- 
poration, 76 per cent of competitive ore 
in Minnesota, 500,000,000 tons in the 
South, ‘“‘in all 2,500,000,000 tons out of 
4 462,940,000 tons of commercially avail- 
able ore in the United States—is an own- 
ership and a control which must inter- 
fere with competition.”’ 

The resolution that subsidiary com- 
panies of the Steel Corporation shall 
refuse to handle orders for export busi- 
ness and that such orders must be 
turned over to the United States Steel 
Products (export) Co., through which 
ihe subsidiary companies preclude 
themselves from competing for export 
sales is cited. 

“The result,’ the report says, ‘‘of en- 
forcing these resolutions and arrange- 
mente is that materials for export must 
be bought from the United States Steel 
Products Co., and buyers in the United 
States who wish to buy goods for ex- 
port are compelled to pay an additional 
profit to the United States Steel Prod- 


ucts Co.”

Butler, in Murder 
Trial, Asserts He 
Was Inreatened 


Continued From Page One. 
asked why he passed the Walsh home 
so often in the two weeks before the 
shooting. He said it was on his way 
to the Dion home, to the street car and 
to the church which he attended. 

Pastor Testifies. 

James McHugh, summoned as a wit- 
ness for the defense, is out of town. 
His brother, George, testified that James 
was in Cincinnati five weeks ago. James 
McHugh testified at the preliminary 
hearing. Judge Taylor took under ad- 
visement the admission of this testi- 
mony at the murder trial. 

The Rev. James Broadhead testified 
that Butler was a regular attendant at 
his church and that his character was 
good. After the shooting Butler ran to 
the pastor’s home and handed him the 
revolver, telling him he had killed a man 
to keep from being killed. 

Judge Taylor read the usual instruc-: 
tions to the jury, advising that it had 
the option, if it found the defendant 
suilty of murder in the first degree, to 
fix the punishment at death, or at im- 
prisonment for life. If it found him 
guilty of murder in the second degree 
the punishment might run from 10 to 
39 years in the penitentiary. As to the 
self-defense plea, the jurors were in- 
structed that they were the sole judges. 

Judge Taylor sustained the objections 
of the attorneys for Butler to the intro- 
duction of a letter written by him, in 
which the name of Nellie Walsh was 
frequently mentioned. 

Butler became agitated when Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Shaner sought to 
introduce the letter. He sprang from 
his chair and whispered to his counse!. 
He gesticulated nervously as he talked 
with his lawyers. 

At the request of the attorneys, the 
jury Was excused, while legal points on 
the admissibility of the letter were ar- 
gued. Shaner said he wished to offer 
the communication on the ground that 
it was the cause of the murder. But- 
ler’s counsel contended the letter, writ- 
ten 20 days before the killing,*® could 
not possibly have any direct bearing on 
the case, and that its introduction into 
the evidence would only serve to preju- 
dice the minds of the jurors against the 
defendant. 

A few minutes before the decision on 
the letter, Nellie Walsh had told be- 
tween sobs how Butler shot and killed 
her brother, Eugene, on the front lawn 
of the Walsh home, 7017 Bruno street, 
in the early afternoon of Aug. 6 last. 
In court with her were her mother and 
her chum, Nellie Flynn.

REED ACCUSES 


SENATOR DU PONT 
UF BUYING VOTES 


Missourian Declares in Senate 
That $60,000 Fund Was Dis- 
tributed in Delaware 
Man’s Office. 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.~—An array of 
evidence heard by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in its inquiry into the ap- 
pointment of C. P. Swain, as United 
States Marshal for Delaware, was laid 
before the Senate today by Senator Reed 
of Missouri, in urging the passage of his 
resolution providing for an investigation 
of the election of Senator Dupont of 
Delaware. 

Senator Reed insisted that if this ev- 
idence were given credence, the Senate 
should not only investigate the 1910 elec- 
tion, but should demand of the Dela- 
ware Senator an explanation of his ac- 
‘tion in “recommending for appointment 
to the high office of United States Mar- 
shal, a man whom he knew to be en- 
gaged in corrupt practices.’’ 

“I deem this to be my solemn duty,” 
said the Senator, “and shall be glad if 
a thorough investigation results in com- 


pletely exculpating the Senator from 
Delaware. 
“The disclosures made by the wit- 


nesses are of such character as to de- 
rr.and further investigation. That in- 
vestigation ought to be courted by any 
ir.nocent man and any attempt to evade 
an investigation may be justly regarded 
as inspired, by fear of the truth. 

“On Jan. 22, 1912, the President ap- 
pointed Cornelius P. Swain United States 
Marshal for the District of Delaware 
and sent that appointment to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. With an alacrity 
which was astonishing, the appointment 
was reported to the Senate by the com- 
mittee and on the day it reached the 
Senate, confirmed. Such, at least, is the 
newspaper statement. 


Delaware Men Protested. 

“In some way, citizens of Delaware 
learned of the fact and protested to 
some member or members of the Senate, 
with the result that the action of ap- 
proval was rescinded. ~ Thereupon the 
matter was re-referred to the commit- 
tee and an investigation demanded by 
citizens of Delaware, headed by Willard 
Saulsbury, was held. 

“These citizens charged: 

1, That Swain bore the common and 
general reputation of a persistent voté 
buyer and election corruptionist in vio- 
lation of the laws of the State of Dela- 
ware. 

2. That on Nov. 4, 1910, a meeting was 
held in the office of Henry A. Dupont 
and T. Coleman Dupont, at which be- 
tween $50,000 and $60,000 was distributed 
for the purpose of corrupting the elec- 
torate of the State and that an adfi-. 
tional $10,000 was to be given out on the 
Monday preceding the Tuesday on which 
the election was held. 

3. That Swain took $3000 of this money 
in $20 gold pieces to Bridgeville; that it 
was then carried to Philadelphia and 
changed into bills in convenient form: 
that on election day an office was actu- 
ally opened and a secretary appointed, 
who kept a set of books and the monev 
was actually paid out in bribes to the 
corrupt vote of that precinct. 


Inquiry Limited. 

‘Tt will be observed that these charges 
relate alone to the fitness of Swain to 
hold the position of United States mar- 
shal. The committee, by repeated rul- 

‘s, limited the evidence to those acts 

corruption with which Swain could 
be directly connected. By express ruling 
it refused to go into the ‘general scheme 
of corruption which appears to have 
embraced the State. 

“Therefore, this investigation repre- 
sents -no more than the tracing of a 
single thread through a web of iniquity. 
The only light thrown upon the conduct 


of others is where that particular indi- 

vidual came in touch with Swain, 
‘Swain was, according to the testi- 

mony, appointed at the request of Sena-

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Mayor Gaynor’s 
review of national political conditions 
is regarded as the opening of his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic presidential

Democratic leaders both here and in 
Washington. Before the end of the week 
an announcement may be expected from 
friends of the Mayor who have under- 
taken the promotion of the movement 
in his. behalf. 

The Gaynor organization is under way 
both here and at Washington. It is not 
improbable that Edward Sefton, assist- 
ant secretary of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, will be intrusted with 
the management of the Mayor’s cam- 
paign for the presidency. Sefton ad- 
mitted he was engaged in “sounding 
sentiment among Democratic leaders re- 
garding the chances for the Mayor's 
nomination.”’ 

The recent slump in the proportions 
of the Wilson boom is directly tracea- 
ble to the covert opposition of Boss 
Murphy and other state bosses, like 
Smith of New Jersey, Taggart of Indi- 
ana and McGuffy of Pennsylvania.

Plans for the nation-wide investiga- 
tion to show that the Standard Oil Co. 
is evading the law and perpetuating an 
illegal trust in defiance of the Supreme 
Court of the United States were out- 
lined to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday by Samuel W. Fordyce Jr. 
of counsel for the Waters Pierce Oil Co. 

The investigation will extend into 
many states at the conclusion of the 
hearing now under way before Special 


Commissioner Jesse McDonald in the 
litigation by which the Waters Pierce 
ccmpany is attempting to prevent the 
Standard Oil interests from. gaining 
control of the Waters Pierce directorate. 

The Waters Pierce attorneys at the 
conclusion of the St. Louis hearing will 
take depositions in Texas, Louisiana, 
Tennessee, New York and Illinois. 

Will Dig Up All Information, 

They will follow all the ramifications 
of the Standard Oil Co. in those states 
and dig up every scrap of information 
tending to show that the Standard has 
broken faith with national and State 
governments and still is operating as 
an illegal trust, through the subsidiary 
companies into which it has been di- 
vided. 

Though the Standard was ousted from 
Texas, attorneys for the Waters Pierca 
Co. say they can prove that it is 
still operating there under the name of 
the Magnolia Petroleum Co., which haz 
headquarters at Dallas and refineries .t 
Corsicana and Beaumont. 

The Standard Oil Co.’s property in 
Texas was sold by the State under an 
order of ouster Dec. 9, 1999. According 
to the records the buyer was John Sealy 
of Galveston. The company ostensibly 
was managed by Sealy until April last, 
when the Magnolia Petroleum Co. was 
formed. 

“We will take depositions to prove 
that this whole transaction was illegal 
and in contravention of the ouster or- 
der,” said Fordyce. 

‘We will show that before the prop- 
erty was sold out, a man who is at the 
head of one of the crude oil production 
departments of the Standard, went to 
Galveston and asked there for the name 
of a rich man—one rich enough to pose 
as the buyer of the Standard properties 
without exciting suspicion. 

“This man selected Sealy, who bought 
in the property. A witness whose name 
I cannot now divulge will tell all of the 
details of this transaction. 

Calls Partnership False. 

“C. M. Payne and H. C. Folger in 
rartnership conducted the Corsicana 
I'efining Co. In the Government pro- 
ceedings Attorney Kellogg showed that 
this partnership was false and that 
Frayne and Folger were operating the 
company for the Standard. 

“The situation in Louisiana and Ten- 
nessee is also very interesting. Our in- 
vestigation will bring out things never 
before made public with reference to 
the Standard Oil Co. of Louisiana. After 
the Standard Oil Co. of Kentucky was 
ousted from Tennessee it ostensibly was 
sold to the Standard Oi! Co. of Louis- 
inna. This transaction took place after 
the Government investigation began and 
this company has never been attacked. 
We can show that it is dominated by 
the Standard interests and is still part 
cf an illegal trust.’’

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REPORT DECLARES 
RURAL SCHOOLS 
~ ARE BEHIND TIMES 


They Are Declared to Be Only 
Laggards in the Country’s 
Educational Procession. 








The rural school is the single lag- 
gard in the educational procession, says 
the report of the Committee on Rural 
School Education, presented Wodnesday 
to the National Council of Education, in 
session with the National Education As- 
sociation. The report was submitted 
by E. T. Fairchild, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction in Kansas. 


“Of the 12,000,000 rural school children,” 
says the report, “less than 25 per cent 
complete the work of the grades. The 
teaching force is immature and lacks 
proper training. 

The buildings are poor, insanitary and 
ill-equipped. The supervision is inade- 
quate. The strong, virile rural school 
of a generation ago has gone and in its 
place is a primary school, weak in num- 
bers and lacking in efficiency. 


Rural Schools Backward. 

‘In spite of the marvelous develop- 
ment in enrollment, teaching force, ex- 
cellence of buildings, equipment and 
teaching forces in town and city schools, 
in normal schools, colleges and universi- 
ties, the rural school remains the most 
backward of all educational agencies.’’ 

Earl Barnes of Philadelphia, in an 
address before the Department of Su- 
perintendence, declared agricultural edu- 
cation gives superior training in ele- 
mentary processes of mind, feeling and 
character, but needs wide supplement- 
ing. The farming population always has 
furnished a strong basal energy for 
higher civilization, he said, but the arts 
and sciences, social sensibility and 
power of co-operative action have been 
developed in the towns. 

For Child Labor Law. 

School superintendents should help en- 
force the child-labor laws, said Owen BR. 
Lovejoy, general secretary of the Na- 
tional Child Labor Committee. | 

“‘We have child labor,” he said, ‘‘be- 
cause these persons want it: the em- 
ployer, the parent and the child. 

“It is the duty of the superintendent 
to get all the children into school. The 
public school is public and the tax- 
payer has a right to see that every 
child, not almost every child, is edu- 
catedy’ 

Municipal schools of vocational train- 
ing were advocated by Carroll G. 
Pearce, Superintendent of Schools of 
Milwaukee and president of the Na- 
tional Educational Association.

ber Co., denies it charged James T. 
Long usurious interest on loans to him, 
as alleged in the plaintiff’s petition for 
an injunction to restrain the sale of 
collateral security by the bank. The 
indebtedness by Long and the Hollo- 
day-Klotz Land and Lumber Co. to the 
bank was assumed by the plaintiff, 
vhich deposited with the bank the same 
collateral that Long and the lumber 
company had given as security. This 
comprises about $420,000 in bonds. 

The bank advertised the bonds would 
be sold Feb. 19 to satisfy the debt, but 
the proposed sale was stopped by a tem- 
porary restraining order issued by 
Judge Shields. 

In its suit the Wayne company 
charges the alleged illegal interest paid 
by Long to the bank should be applied 
on the principal indebtedness. It asks 
for an accounting to determine’ the 
amount of usury. Arguments in the 
case were made Tuesday by George B. 
Edwards for the bank and Charles W. 
Bates, counsel for the plaintiff. 

Besides denying usury the bank pleads 
that even if illegal interest were charged. 
the plaintiff has no right to proceed un- 
der the State law, as the defendant is a 
national bank and the remedy applied by 
the Federal national bank act is exclu- 
sive and should be the law invoked. 

James T. Long is suing the Bank of 
Commerce: for $325,450 treble damages. 
alleging he paid interest in excess of 
legal rate on loans. This case was as- 
signed to Judge Fisher’s court, but on 
motion of the bank the Court has agreed 
to let the litigation be determined by a 
referee. Counsel in the case have not 
yet agreed on who shall preside in this 
capacity. Long resides in Kansas City. 

Depositions in the case told of “a tin 
box investment company” in connection 
with the handling of certain loans by 
the bank. The tin box company was 
controlled by officers and employes of 
the bank.

Delegate Who Wants Record on 
Insurance Investigated Is to 
Be Accommodated. 


ASSERTS HE CAN EXPLAIN 


Special Committee Which Will 
Handle the Investiyation Is 
Selected. 





A public hearing in the inquiry de- 
manded by Delegate Dan W. Oviatt will 
be held by a special committee of the 
House of Delegates Friday at 2 p. m. 
The committee, composed of Delegates 
Eigel, Gregory and Gazzolo, was ap- 
pointed Tuesday night by Speaker Som- 
merich of the House, after Oviatt had 
demanded that his conduct in reference 
tg#insurence policies he had issued be 
investigated. 

The committee is authorized to sum- 
mon witnesses, administer oaths and 
compel witnesses to testify. 

The situation was brought to the at- 
tention of the House Friday night by 
Delegate Lahiv, who offered a resolution 
demanding an investiga .on into Oviatt’s 
official conduct. In response to pres- 
sure by other members, Lahiv with- 
drew the resolution. 

Oviatt was at West Baden, Ind., when 
the resolution was presented Friday. He 
returned to St. Louis Sunday after hear- 
ing by telegraph of the investigation 
movement. 

Oviatt Gets a Hearing. 

At the opening of the House session 
Tuesday night Oviatt demanded the 
floor on a question of personal privilege 
and his request was granted. 

“I have been accused of using my of- 
ficial position to compel business men 
to give me insurance,’’ he declared. ‘‘I 
have been accused of overcharging a 
moving picture show owner on an in- 
surance policy after demanding the in- 
surance. These are malicious lies.” 

Speaker Sommerich rapped his gavel 
to silence other members_who were ask- 
ing to be heard and said: 

“There are no charges 
in the House.”’ 

“But there are loud 
charges,’’ Oviatt declared. 
secret about this matter and I want 
ar investigation. If the rumors are re- 
duced to facts these serious charges will 
be proven baseless. Make an investiga- 
tion and make it thorough.” 

Before presenting his resolution last 
Friday night Lahiv made an affidavit 
tiat he had been informed that Oviatt 
had demanded that insurance be given 
te him from a brewery and a planing 
mill proprietor, When legislation affect- 
ing these interests was pending in the 
House, and that Oviatt had demanded 
insurance at increased premiums over 
the established rates from a moving 
picture proprietor, saying he might 
riake trouble unless his demand be 
sranted. 

Oviatt told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday night that there is no sound 
basis for these charges. 


The Man Who Knows

Board Fears New Device, While 
Picking Up Person, Would 
Break His Leg. 


TRIPPING GATE APPROVED 





New Wheel Guard, Now in Use, 
Never Has Failed to Scoop 
Up Dummy. 


—————— 





A fender projecting two feet in front 
of the car was tested in the Park av- 
enue yards of the United Railways for 
members of the Board of Public Im- 


provements Wednesday. The fender is 
designed to supplant the cow-catcher 
fenders now in use. 

The fender is a device constructed of 
light steel rods, attached at one end to 
a frame fastened to the car beneath 
the front platform, and at the other 
end to a buffer rod, an inch in di- 
ameter, 

If the fender is adopted it will be 
used in connection with the present 
wheel guard system, improved with a 
new tripping device which the railways 
officials believe will make it virtual- 
ly impossible for a body to get under 
the wheels. 


Fear of Breaking Legs. 
In picking up dummies the new pro- 


jecting fender seemed to work to the 


satisfaction of the members of the 
board. The principal objection raised 
by President Reber and his associates 
was that when the car was moving with 
considerable speed the dummy was 
thrown with great force against the 
front end of the car. The projecting 
rod, the board members declared, 
might break a victim’s legs, and he 
might be seriously injured or killed by 
impact with the front end of the car. 

The wheel guard device was approved 
by the board, and the company will 
proceed immediately to equip its cars 
with the new tripping gate. With the 
new trip installed the wheel guard 
never failed to scoop the dumy from the 
tracks and hold it safely from the 
wheels. 

Wednesday’s test was made at the 
suggestion of President Robert Mc- 
Culloch and Vice-President Richard Mc- 
Culloch of the United Railways. Tests 
of various kinds of fenders were made 
under direction of the Board of Public 
Improevments last year. The devices 
offered were not satisfactory to the 
company, which asked permission to 
perfect a fender of its own.

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| E DEADLY RAILROAD ‘‘FROG.’’ 

John Kelley, Frisco switchman, had his foot 
caught in a “frog” near the Jefferson viaduct. He 
struggled violently to free himself, but a _ car 
shunted by a switch engine ran him down. He 
was killed. 

Several accidents of this most distressing form 
have been recorded in the vicinity of St. Louis 
in recent days. In one case, a victim, by inclin- 
ing outside of the tracks, saved life at the 
expense of limb. It has been the belief that cas- 
ualties due to this cause had been rendered of 
infrequent occurrence. A Missouri statute passed 
in 1891 as . substitute for a law previously in 
force reads as follows: 

All companies or corporations, lesees or 
other persons, owning or operating any rail- 
road or part of railroad in this State are 
hereby required on or before Nov. 1, 1891, to 
adopt, put in use and maintain the best known 
appliances or inventions to fill or block all 
switches, frogs and guard-rails on their roads 
in all yards, divisional and terminal stations 
and where trains are made up, to prevent as 
far as possible the feet of employes or other 
persons from being caught therein. 

Is this statute being observed? How could 
John Kelly have been caught and killed if it is? 
The penalty is $10 for each ddy a “frog’’ is left 
without being “filled” or “blocked.” Why is not 
the law enforced?

THE MEXICAN DANGER. 
Secretary of War Stimson assures the public 
that the Government has no idea of interfering 
in Mexico, but at the same time troops are being 
massed on the Mexican border and the militia 
regiments are being filled with recruits. 
Intentions do not always count as causes in war. 
That the Government realizes the possibility of 
a clash is evident from the activity of both regu- 
lars and volunteers. But this very activity en- 
hances the danger. 
Mexicans will not bear with complacency our 
preparations on a large scale to keep the peace 
on the border. They know that great masses of 
troops are not necessary for this purpose and 
draw the logical deduction of ulterior designs. 
More than this, the proximity of United States 
troops to bands of irregular revolutionists is not 
conducive to peace. A stray shot may start a 
conflict without the slightest intention on the 
part of either government to go to war. 
The situation is extremely delicate. It requires 
the greatest care to prevent collisions which may 
lead to animosities and complications. It must be 
borne in mind that powerful interests would wel- 
come intervention and their representatives would 
not hesitate to resort to desperate means to bring 
it about. The pressure is always strong in that 
direction. 
The United States must use every means to 
protect American lives. American property can 
be paid for if destroyed. That is a matter for fu- 
ture settlement. But every resource must be ex- 
hausted before intervention is thought of.

Zle encore, if well chosen, is permissible as a 
recognition of fine performance; but a succession 
cf encores is thoroughly inartistic and usually 
ungrateful to artist and orchestra alike.” 

Accordingly it was ordained that no orchestral 
work should be repeated at symphony perform- 
ances, that soloists having one number should 
be allowed a single encore, and that artists hav- 
ing two solo numbers should be permitted to re- 
Spond to no encore calls. 

As the case now stands, our orchestra and its 
leader have set their standards high and are 
making an effort to live up to them. Speaking 
broadly the “encore nuisance” is the only thing 
Which has stood in the way of an earlier at- 
tainment of the ideals of Mr. Zach and his men. 

Mr. Hanford Crawford and the Orchestral Asso- 
clation owe it to Mr. Zach and the music-loving 
public to put an official end to the nuisance of 
encores, LOUIS ALBERT LAMB.

Freak Schedule Brings Browns- 
Detroit Series to Close Early 
in the Year. 











Who said the schedule-makers were 
kind to Col. Hedges? 

If you did you were wrong; for the 
1912 A. L. dates are anything but com- 
plimentary to our Browns. 

By some peculiar, freakish arrange- 
ment, the Detroit Tigers will play their 
11 local games in a hurry this season, 
showing here for the last time on June 
23. Just think of it, the Royal Bengals, 
Ty Cobb and Hughey Jennings, prime 
favorites with the St. Louis baseball 
populace, will not put foot on the local 
battle field after June 23! 

The season is just getting under way 
at that date. All the fun happens at 
the wind-up—from July to October. But 
in all that time, the Tigers will fight 
shy of St. Looey. 

Another uninteresting angle is the fact 
that the Tigers have only three series 
here. Two are for five games each. 
while they call the last time for just a 
single game. Most of them are on week 
days. It’s awful! This idea of not be- 
ing able to see the Tigers on Saturdays 
and Sundays. Cleveland gets a similar 
dose. The Naps will not be seen in 
Detroit after July 4. 

If you pick up an American League 
schedule for 1912, and carefully look over 
the engagements of Detroit with its 
Western rivals, vou will find these two 
remarkable sets of dates: 

Cleveland at Detroit. 

April 18, 19, 20 and 21. 

June 18, 19, 29 and 22, 

July 1, 2? and 3. 

Detroit at St. Louts. 

April 22, 23, 24, 25 and %. 

May 28, 29, 30, 30 and 31. 

June 23. 

It is hardly necessary to dwell at anv 
length on what this means. The figures 
themselves show that the Detroit public wil! 
not see the Naps in action on any date 
later than July 3. The season is less than 
half done at that time. the second half of 
the playing season starting on Saturday. 
July 6. This might be a tough break, in 
the gate sense. with anv club. With Cleve- 
land the case is especially bad. Detroit 
Cleveland could draw in each other's 
if they were only having the same 
race that Washington and 8t. 
in last season. 

Rough on the Browns, 

In the case of the Detroit games here. the 
break is even more peculiar, and it looks as 
if, whether intentionally or not. something 
was handed to Mr. Hedges to make him be- 
lieve that his club is being given no special 
consideration. Detroit is the best drawing 
card in the League--or has for the 
bast five seasons—ind a naturally

No Flag Hopes Here. 

No club that ever was organized could 
draw for five games in a row, and especial- 
ly on week days in St. Louis, unless there 
was a pennant at stake, and at this writing 
it is not belleved that the Browns will threat- 
en to cop it this season. So that, on general 
principles, it looks as if the hest attraction 
Hedges has coming to him, because of the 
break in dates this season. will be onlv an 
ordinary one. Detroit gets but Sunday 
in St. Louis. It has Memorial day there. 
That is no great advantage, as any team 
should draw in any town on that holiday. 
Mr. Jennings will not take fabulous sums out 
of St. Louls. And the Mound City fans, who 
are already kicking because the arraiieé- 
ment of the two major league schedules 
leave them with neither team at home on 27 
different dave this year, will hit the celling 
when the Detroit end of the dates Is dis- 
covered to them. 

History Has No Paraliel. 

There are no parallels to these two in- 
stances anywhere in the schedule. Washine- 
ton, for instance plays on every field in 
the League after Labor day. Outside of De- 
troit at St. Louis and Cleveland at Detroit. 
there are no instances in which every club 
in the League is not on every other club's 
ground on Aug 16, or after that date. Put 
there is another angle to the situation that 
may prove of importance, and that will af- 
fect any other club that ts a rival to the 
Tigers in the race for the pennant, snould 
Jennings’ team again be a prominent factor 
in that race. That ie the possible effect on 
Detroit's percentage of the large number of 
early games with these two clubs.

ly, ‘recommended an investigation by 


‘the grand jury and the State's Attor- 
i ney, and told a police clerk he ought 


to be discharged from his office. 

The Judge’s criticism was made in the 
habeas corpus proceedings brought by 
John F. Seymour, an attorney, to free 
Steve Jackson from a $200 fine by which 
he is confined in the jail at Belleville. 
Testimony tended to show that convic- 
tion of Jackson was through a mis- 
take. A woman, named Ganz, had com- 
plained her husband had mistreated 
her and Jackson was arrested. It de- 
veloped that Jackson was not the right 
man. 

Through an interpreter the prisoner 
told Judge Vandeventer he could not 
speak, read or write English, that he 
was taken before Justice Bell and asked 
to sign a paper. This paper proved to 
be a plea of guilty and a waiver of a 
right to trial by jury. 

Judge’s Face Flushed. 

In an upper corner of the complaint 
were the words, “D. C. Limit.’”’ Bell 
admitted that these were written by 
the police, that they meant the prisoner 
was charged with disorderly conduct 
and should be given the extreme pen- 
alty for the offense. He denied that 
this was an order to the justice and 
that failure to obey it would mean 
withdrawal of police business from his 
court and a consequent loss of fees. 
He admitted that after Jackson had 
been sent to Belleville the name of the 
woman, Mrs. Ganz, was written into 
the complaint. 

When the Justice ceased testifying, 
Judge Vandeventer appeared to he 
struggling to retain his self-control. His 
face was flushed at first and then turned 
white. Finally he said: 

“IT can’t understand how a justice of 
the peace could go home at night and 
sleep after taking liberty away from a 
poor foreigner. It is almost beyond con- 
ception that this man would have signed 
such a paper, knowing what it contained. 
This man should have had a trial if he 
had not been defrauded and cheated out 
of one. This is a shameful condition! 
It’s an outrage.’’ 

Recommends Inquiry, 

“T recommend the State’s Attorney in- 
vestigate,”” he continued, turning to L. 
| V. Wolcott, Assistant State’s Attorney, 
“whether people’s rights are to be taken 
away from them in such a manner and 
they are to be lodged in jail. Bell ought 
to be ashamed to come here and admit 
that he obeyed instructions.”’ 

Charles Kastner, a clerk for the Po- 
l‘ce Department, testified that he had 
written the ‘‘D. C. limit’’ on the com- 
plaint, but denied they were an order 
to the trial magistrate and that failure 
to obey it would mean the magistrate 
would lose fee-bringing police cases. 

“You Ought to Be Discharged.” 

“How long have you been in the Po- 
lice Department?’ Judge Vandeventer 
asked him. ‘Since Feb, 1.’’ 

*‘Who employed you?” “The Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners.’ 

“You ought to be discharged!” the 
Judge alniost shouted. ‘“‘You have com- 
riltted a grave offense.” 

“The doom of the poor man was 
sealed,’’ the judge went on, in revok- 
ing the fine and setting Jackson at 
liberty, ‘‘before he was taken into 
court. Probably the Czar of Russia 
could use the services of two such men. 
The law was not followed in this case, 
but was used as a cloak to imprison 
this man. Mr. Walcott, this should be 
looked into and stopped by your of- 
fice or the grand jury. The complaint 
was ‘doctored’ after this man was sent 
to prison, but they didn’t do a very 
good job.” 

Neither Bell nor Kastner commented 
upon the Judge’s denunciation of them 
as they were leaving the court.: Al] po- 
lice cases in East St. Louis are handled | 
in justice of the peace courts, of which’ 
there are five. The police can bring 
actions in any court they desire, a)}- 
though they are supposed to divide the 
cases. 

Bell's court is across the street from 
police headquarters and is over q gsa- 
loon. There are two other justices in 
this same building.
